COMPLAINT FOR DAMAGES FOR VIOLATION OF NEW MEXICO 
WHISTLEBLOWER PROTECTION ACT 

Plaintiff James R. Biggs, through his undersigned counsel, brings this Complaint for 
Damages for Violation of New Mexico Whistleblower Protection Act and states: 

Parties and Venue 

1. Plaintiff James Biggs currently resides in Bernalillo County, New Mexico and at 
all times material hereto until his termination in May 2014 was employed by Defendants as a 
faculty member at Northern New Mexico College. 

2. The Regents of Northern New Mexico College (“NNMC”) are the governing 
body of Northern New Mexico College, a public institution of higher learning with campuses in 
Espanola and El Rito, New Mexico. 

3. The claims brought in this suit arose in Espanola, Rio Arriba County, New 
Mexico and venue is appropriate in this Court pursuant to NMSA 1978 §38-3-1 A. 
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General Allegations 


4. Plaintiff is an environmental scientist who has a Ph.D. degree in Range Science 
with a focus on wildfire science. From May 1991 until 2008, Plaintiff worked at Los Alamos 
National Laboratory as a Technical Staff Member. Plaintiff joined NNMC as an adjunct faculty 
member in 2009. 

5. In 2010 Plaintiff became a tenure track faculty member at NNMC in its 
Environmental Science program. 

6. At all times, Plaintiff performed his duties as a faculty member in an outstanding 
fashion and to the satisfaction of NNMC, as demonstrated by his consistently outstanding 
performance evaluations. 

7. By January 2011, NNMC had elevated Plaintiff to the position of Director of the 
Environmental Science program. The Environmental Science program was proving to be highly 
successful under Plaintiffs direction with enrollment increasing from 100% to 300% during his 
tenure, depending on the degree program, and increased student retention. 

8. In about April 2013, Plaintiff spoke out at a public meeting regarding the budget 
for NNMC, accusing the administration of NNMC of gross mismanagement by, among other 
things, cutting critical programs at NNMC, eliminating the child care center and taking other 
steps that put the interests of administration ahead of the students that NNMC was designed to 
serve. 


9. NNMC’s Provost objected to Plaintiffs actions and required Plaintiff to write a 
letter of apology that would be placed into Plaintiffs personnel file, which Plaintiff refused to 
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do, citing that it would be a violation of his right to comment at a public meeting. Plaintiff 
requested a face-to-face meeting with the administration to discuss the issues but the Provost 
refused his request. 

10. Asa result of Plaintiff s actions in accusing NNMC administration of gross 
mismanagement, in the summer of 2013 Plaintiff was removed from his position as Director of 
the Environmental Science program at NNMC and was demoted. Plaintiff was reassigned to a 
faculty position at the El Rito campus with reduced pay. 

11. Plaintiff was informed that his salary would be paid from the proceeds of a federal 
grant extended to NNMC to promote science, technology, engineering and mathematics 
programs at NNMC. Plaintiff was assured that despite the demotion he would still be considered 
tenure-track, but the head of the tenure committee at NMMC informed Plaintiff that generally 
faculty paid by grant funds as opposed to institutional funds were not tenure eligible. 

12. Plaintiff discovered that it was a violation of the grant for him to be paid with 
grant funds because the grant was intended to support the hiring of new faculty and was not to be 
used to supplant the use of institutional funds to pay existing faculty. 

13. Plaintiff objected to being paid from grant funds and protested what he considered 
to be illegal diversion of federal grant funds to existing NNMC faculty. Plaintiff also asked 
whether being paid from grant funds would result in his termination when the grant funds ran 
out. He was told it might. Following several failed requests by Plaintiff and the new Director of 
Environmental Science to be placed back onto institutional funds, Plaintiff threatened to file a 
grievance if he was not placed back on institutional funding. 
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14. Plaintiff was advised by NNMC’s grants office that because he was being paid 
with federal grant funds, he no longer qualified as a participant on other grants, which adversely 
affected existing grants and grant submissions Plaintiff had prepared, thus jeopardizing 
Plaintiffs ability to pursue his academic career and improve the Environmental Science 
program. 

15. After protesting the illegal diversion of federal grant monies, Plaintiff was 
subjected to increasingly hostile treatment by NNMC administration. He was ostracized by 
administration and administration advised other faculty members to avoid Plaintiff. 

16. The grants office advised Plaintiff that the Provost refused to approve purchase 
requests submitted by Plaintiff for equipment to stock the El Rito facility, making it difficult for 
Plaintiff to perform his job. The Provost and others in administration falsely accused Plaintiff of 
failing to meet various responsibilities of his job. 

17. NNMC administration refused to present Plaintiffs requests for special funding 
for a new program within the environmental science program to NNMC’s Board of Regents. 

18. Plaintiffs initial replacement as Director of the Environmental Science program 
had served in the position before, but had been objected to by students. She resigned shortly after 
being given the Director position. Rather than bring Plaintiff back as Director, NNMC placed a 
newly hired faculty member into the position. 

19. In about October 2013 Plaintiff reported to the New Mexico Higher Education 
Department that NNMC was violating the terms of a federal grant due to the way it was paying 
him. He also reported NNMC’s illegal diversion of federal grant money to the U.S. Department 
of Education’s Office of Inspector General, which proceeded to investigate Plaintiffs report. 
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20. In the fall of 2013 Plaintiff was nominated to serve as chair of NNMC’s 


Institutional Review Board, a board that oversees research at the school. The Provost rejected his 
nomination and instead picked another faculty member who had not been nominated. The 
Provost also rejected Plaintiffs request to sit on other institutional and hiring committees despite 
requests from other faculty that Plaintiff be permitted to do so. 

21. In the fall of 2013 Plaintiff submitted his application for tenure to the Tenure 
Council at NNMC, 

22. On or about February 18, 2014 Plaintiff was called into a meeting with NNMC’s 
Human Resources Director and the Vice President of Finance. At the meeting Plaintiff was 
subjected to verbal abuse, threats and intimidation related to his objections to NNMC’s diversion 
of federal grant monies. The Human Resources Director assaulted Plaintiff during this meeting 
and Plaintiff later reported it to law enforcement. 

23. In the spring of 2014 the U.S. Department of Education concluded that NNMC 
had violated the terms of its grant by using grant monies to pay Plaintiffs salary and required 
restitution from NNMC. 

24. Also in the spring of 2014 NNMC's Tenure Council unanimously recommended 
Plaintiff for tenure. 

25. Despite this unanimous recommendation, in late April 2014 the Provost denied 
Plaintiff tenure while granting tenure to another faculty member against the recommendation of 
the Tenure Council. 
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26. NNMC policy provides for a one-year probationary period or provisional contract 
for faculty members who are denied tenure to allow them to reapply for tenure. Plaintiff, 
however, was not provided for this one-year probationary period or provisional contract and was 
instead summarily terminated in May 2014 with no reason given. 

Count I Violation of New Mexico Whistleblower Protection Act 

27. Plaintiff incorporates by reference paragraphs 1-26 of his Complaint. 

28. By his actions as related above, Plaintiff communicated to NNMC and third 
parties information regarding actions that Plaintiff in good faith believed constituted unlawful 
and improper acts. 

29. As a result of Plaintiff s communications and in retaliation therefore, Plaintiff was 
demoted, reassigned, his pay was cut, actions were taken to frustrate his performance of his 
duties and advancement of his academic career, he was denied tenure and he was fired from his 
job with NNMC, in violation of the New Mexico Whistleblower Protection Act, NMSA 1978 
§10-16C-1, etseq. 

30. The actions taken against Plaintiff were not taken in furtherance of any legitimate 
business purpose of NNMC and, in fact, were contrary to the interests of NNMC. 

31. Plaintiff has sustained and will continue to sustain actual damages as a result of 
the unlawful conduct of NNMC. Plaintiff has lost compensation and his career has been derailed. 
As a result of his pay cut Plaintiff lost his residence. Plaintiff has suffered damage to his 
professional reputation, emotional distress, mental anguish, humiliation and embarrassment.

WHEREFORE, Plaintiff prays for judgment against NNMC for: 


A. Back pay and benefits; 

B. An additional amount equal to back pay and benefits; 

C. Reinstatement of, in lieu thereof, front pay; 

D. Damages arising from losing his house; 

F. Non-pecuniary damages for damage to his professional reputation, emotional 
distress, mental anguish, humiliation and embarrassment; 

G. Pre-judgment and post-judgment as allowed by law; 

H. His reasonably attorneys’ fees and costs; and 

I. Such other relief as may be just and proper.
